| tions between the peoples of two 
countries and the conduct of ac- 
tivities in helpful co-operation 
are possible.

“This question should not be 
confused with any matter of per- 
sonality or of the recognition of 
any particular administration. 
Whenever Mexico is ready to 
give assurances that she will

It 
is my understanding that from 10 to 12 
per cent gross return on real estate in- 
vestments is considered very good rate 
of interest, but why make one family pay 
the whole thing’?

If the rent for this 
upper flat were $35 per month, it would 
yield the owner 14 per cent gross return 
on the investment for that part of the 
property; then figure that the owner 
should bear his part of the expense for 
his living quarters. It seems to me that 
the amount invested should be divided 
by two—eo much for the upper flat and 
so much for the lower; for, if the lower 
flat were occupied by someone other than 
the owner, it would be yielding a good 
return also. As it is, the owner is getting 
his rent free and the tenant is being 
forced to pay him 11 per cent on his 
whole investment.
